WILSON MAY LIFT EMBARGO 


President Rumored to Have Told Sen­ 


ate Committee on Foreign Relations 


That Interference of Eastern Coun­ 


try H as Brought Mexican Situation 


Nearer a Crisis Than It Ever H as 


Been Before. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
28.—Japan 
has 
been giving aid to the Huerta govern­ 
ment, President Wilson told the mem­ 
bers of the senate committee on for­ 
eign 
relations at 
their conference 
Monday evening and the interference 
of the Eastern country has brought 
the Mexican 
situation 
nearer to a 
crisis than it ever has been before. 
It may be necessary for tho United 
States to abandon the policy of watch­ 
ful waiting that has been 
followed 
since the revolution began. 
The topic was tile disquieting fea­ 
ture of the conference. 
Information 
concerning the discussion is given 
guardedly, for the situation is a deli­ 
cate one. 
For some time 
President Huerta 
has been buying munitions of war di­ 
rect from the Japanese government 
This discovery finally determined the 
president to raise the embargo on 
shipments of arms and ammunition 
from the United States into Mexico. 
Mr. Wilson told the senators he will 
lift the embargo Immediately. 
The 
proclamation is expected within a few 
days. 
In effect It will enable General 
Carranza and other rebel leaders to 
obtain all the arnt3, ammunition and 
other necessary supplies 
from 
the 
United States. 
The attitude of Japan, it is assert 
ed, is the principal reason for Presi 
dent Wilson’s decision that American 
coastwise vessels shall not be exempt 
ed from tolls at the Panama canal. 


Desires English Friendship. 
In the present crisis the friendship 
if England is deemed of paramount im 
portance and it is understood Prest 
dent Wilson thinks it the wise course 
to concede the English argument that 
such exemption 
would constitute 
violation 
of 
the 
Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 
The president, It is said, has ex­ 
plained this view to some of the lead 
ers in congress and to this is attrib­ 
uted the willingness of several Demo­ 
cratic senators who supjxirted free 
tolls now to vote for the repeal of the 
provision. 
The fear is not concealed by those 
in authority that the growing cordial 
relations between President Huerta 
and the Japanese government 
may 
lead to an attem pt by the Japanese to 
acquire a naval base from Mexico on 
the Pacific side. 
It has been only a little more than 
a year since Senator Ix>dge presented 
a resolution calling for information 
from the state department which re­ 
sulted in giving publicity to a plan by 
a Japanese syndicate to acquire a 
naval base in Magdalena bay. 
It seems certain that important de­ 
velopments in the Mexican situation 
will come in a day or two. 
W hether 
the administration will touch upon the 
Japanese phase of It is doubtful, be­ 
cause of the delicacy of dealing with 
such a problem in the face of the more 
or less strained relations writh Japan 
on account of the California alien land 
law question.

Department of Agriculture M akes Pub­ 
lic Statistics. 
W ashington, Jan. 28.—Farm animals 
In the United States, Jan. I, were val­ 
ued at $5,891,220,'JOO, the departm ent 
of agriculture announced. 
This was 
an increase of $389,446,000, or 7.1 per 
cent, from the value of animals on 
farms and ranges Jan. I last year. 
Horses number 20,962,000, an in 
crease of 395,000 from last year; were 
valued at $109.32 a head, a decrease 
of $1.45, and had a total value of $2,- 
291,638,000. 
Mules numbered 
4,449,000, an in­ 
crease of 63,000; were valued at $123.- 
95 a head, a decrease of 46 cents, and 
had a total value of $551,017,000. 
Milk cows numbered 20,737,000, an 
increase of $240,000; were valued at 
$53.94 a head, an increase of $8.92, 
and had a total value of $1,118,487,- 
000. 
Other cattle numbered 35,855,000, a 
decrease of 175,000; were valued at 
$31.13 a head, an increase of $4.77,

GOETHALS IS ZONE GOVERNOR 


General Feeling of Relief Exists Over 
Appointment. 
Panama, Jan. z8.—The news of the 
signing by President Wilson of an ex­ 
ecutive order, establishing a perma­ 
nent government for the canal zone 
with Colonel Goetlials as governor, 
reached here and brought with It a 
general feeling of relief at the ending 
of the uncertainty. 
Colonel Goethals 
expressed pleasure at the appointment. 
It is believed in official circles that 
the plan submitted by Colonel Goethals 
through the secretary of war has been 
followed. 
This would give the gov­ 
ernm ent control of all features of the 
administration, the more important of­ 
ficials being either navy or army offi­ 
cers experienced in the work of the 
respective departments of which they 
will have charge. 


DROP 
IN STEEL EARNINGS 


Deficit of Slightly More Than a M il­ 
lion in Last Quarter of 1913. 
New York, Jan. 28.—A deficit of 
slightly more than a million dollars 
after payment of fixed charges and 
dividends was disclosed in the state­ 
ment of the United States Steel cor­ 
poration for the last quarter of 1913! 
That the corporation more than earn­ 
ed its charges in the course of the 
year was shown in the surplus re 
ported for the three previous quar­ 
ters amounting to $32,337,743. 
Earnings for the quarter aggregat­ 
ed $25,509,568, with total earnings of 
$23,036,349, and net income of $17. 
263,625. 
These returns, while some­ 
what under forecasts, compare with 
$40,933,531 earnings, $38,450,400 total 
earnings and $29,633,186 net income 
in the preceding quarter. 
In the final 
quarter of 1912 earnings amounted to 
$37,726,312, total earnings to $35,185,- 
557 and net income to $25,764,926. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 28.—Samuel Com 
pers, president of the American Fed­

new income law. 
Under the old law a specific exemp­ 
tion of $5,000 was made and many 
corporations have proceeded on the 
theory that they were entitled to de­ 
duct one-sixth of that am ount 
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Consul Awarded Damages.

Republicans cannot become reconciled 
to the idea of beiug out of power. 
They were in control so long and domi­ 
nated everything with such iron hands 
that they feel strange when they find 
themselves without authority and sel­ 
dom consulted as to what is to be done 
in national affairs. 
Neither at the White House nor in 
the different committees at the capitol 
are the Republicans asked what they 
want or what they will support. 
It Is 
true that President Wilson sometimes 
sees Republican senators and repre­ 
sentatives -at their request—but that 
is not to ask advice or seek support. 
It is true that Leader Underwood does 
consult Minority Leader Maim. but 
that is more for the convenience of 
members than as to what shall lie en­ 
acted into legislation. 
On the latter 
point the Democrats go their own way. 


A Republican Wail. 
I listened to a wail by a Republican 
the other day. Congressman Butler of 
Pennsylvania, whom everybody likes, 
told his sad story. 
“For seventeen years I have been a 
member of an important committee in 
the house,” he said, “and yet I am not 
consulted nor my views asked on leg­ 
islation which is being prepared. They 
are making up the naval bill, fixing 
the number of battleships and every­ 
thing else without saying anything to 
me. 
When they get ready they will 
invite the Republicans in and tell us 
what they propose to do. 
“I don’t blame them a bit,” he con­ 
tinued, “for that is the way we treat­ 
ed them when we were in power. But 
it seems hard after seventeen years to 
; be shut out this way.” 


Something For New England. 
While the senate was discussing the 
proposition to appropriate $40,000,000 
for building a railroad in Alaska and 
Senator Borah was supporting a provi 
aion which would give something like 
$25,000,000 for irrigation, all for con­ 
servation, Senator Gallinger remarked: 
“It would be In the line of conserva­ 
tion if the government should appro 
priate $50,000,000 to remove the rocks 
from the farms in the states of New 
England and thus give relief to the 
poor farmers.” 
“It would not be worth while to 
start with $50,000,000,” remarked Bo­ 
rah. 
Th* Real Object. 
During the discussion of the agri 
cultural extension bill Senator Hoke 
Smith said: 
“The real object of this 
bill is to prevent the diversion of this 
money to a college, to force the use 
of the money from the college to the 
country. 
It is intended to have the 
money spent in the country 
“In 
demonstration 
work 
for 
the 
farm er.” added Senator Brady of Ida 
ho, who took a greut deal of interest 
in the measure. 


An Agricultural State 
The eastern man knows little of the 
west.

Adopted For Hoboken (N . J.) Schools. 


A crusade to curb tile cigarette hab­ 
it among boys—aud men, too—by ap­ 
plication of nitrate of silver on the 
palates of the victims has b ee n 'luau- 
guated by Recorder John J. McGov­ 
ern of Hoboken, N. J. 
lf the treatm ent proves a success it 
may be introduced in the public schools 
of the city, the recorder announces. 
“I heard of the success of this treat­ 
ment through the experiments of a 
German professor.” said Recorder Mc­ 
Govern, “and found that it had been 
tried by the Anti-Cigarette league in 
Chicago, and I obtained a copy of the 
prescription there.” 
At one session about fifty men and 
boys had their palates and throats 
painted by Drs. Joseph Londrigtm and 
John Granrelll of the medical stuff of 
the Hoboken board of education. 
All 
agreed that the taste was worse than 
the cigarettes, but each had a differ­ 
ent version descriptive of what the 
taste resembled. 
“The taste will grow more repulsive 
by tomorrow,” was the confidential 
whisper of one of the physicians to the 
recorder. 
“If they try to smoke a cig­ 
arette or cigar for the next day or two 
the effects of the treatm ent will be 
sickening.” 
Each of the “patients” received a 
prescription, providing a wash of the 
nitrate of silver to be taken after 
meals or when the desire for a smoke 
comes upon him, and all were ordered 
to chew the bitter root of the gentian 
plant us a further step toward a cure. 


ARMY BARS WHITE HORSES. 


General Order to Officers to D iscour­ 
age Their Use. 
In view of the fact that gray and 
white horses can be distinguished at a 
much greater distance than those of 
other colors and shades. It is long since 
United 
States army 
quarterm asters 
have bouget any such horses for the 
army, and the gray or white horse 
troop that formerly was found In al­ 
most every cavalry regiment has dis­ 
appeared. 
Following out this policy, a general 
order has been prepared to the follow­ 
ing effect: “A gray or white horse is 
not recognized as a suitable mount for 
use in the field In active service, and 
the possession by an officer of such a 
horse should not be encouraged.”

Alphouso Smith of the University of 
Virginia, a prominent folklore investi­ 
gator, to institute a nation wide search 
for versions of these old ballads that 
once helped to mold the character of 
the men and women who comprised 
the larger part of the colonial popula­ 
tion of this country. 


S ays N ow Is the Time. 
“If our American versions are not 
collected immediately they ean never 
be collected at all,” says Professor 
Smith. 
“Many Influences nre tending 
to obliterate them. 
Catchy but empty 
songs not worthy of comparison with 
them, the decadence of communal sing­ 
ing, the growing diversity of interests, 
the appeal to w hat Is divisive and sep­ 
arative in our national life, the pres­ 
ence of the artificial and self conscious 
in modern writing, are depriving our 
homos aud schoolrooms of a kind of 
literature which is not surpassed in the 
whole history of English or American 
song.”

to gi\o the delegations from the va­ 
rious countries in the pact ample time 
to communicate tin* same to their re­ 
spective governments. 
The governments that signed the sea 
safety part are Great Britain, the 
United States, Germany, France, Italy, 
Spain.

New Signal Code. 
“ An international code for urgent 
and important signals inis been adopted. 
“It w as impossible to revise tile in­ 
ternational 
collision 
regulations, 
as 
many states which were parties to 
fliest* regulations were not represented 
at tin* conference, but tile convention 
binds the contracting states to bring 
alxuif a revision of those regulations. 
“The most difficult point tills com­ 
mittee had to deal with was tile divi­ 
sion of ships into water tight compart­ 
ments. 
The convention provides that 
tin* degree of safety should increase in 
n regular and continuous manner with 
the length of vessels and that vessels 
shall lie as efficiently subdivided as 
possible, having regard to the services 
for which they are intended. 
It is 
also explicitly stated that the require­ 
ments imposed by the convention are 
minimum requirements.'’ 
Among the most important subjects 
dealt with under the heading of con­ 
struction Lord Mersey mentioned bulk­ 
heads for the prevention of the spread 
of fire, means of escape from water 
tight compartments, requirements as 
to the strength of bulkheads aud 
decks, the reduction to the smallest 
number practicable of the openings in 
w ater tight bulkheads, the restriction 
of openings in the ship’s outer skin, 
appliances for closing the same. re­ 
quirements as to the fitting aud ex­ 
tent of double bottoms, the periodical 
operation 
and 
inspection of 
water 
tight doors, etc. 
Lord Mersey referred to the compul- 
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of these subjects aud of the exchange 
of information. 
Lord Mersey said it was important 
to show that even after tile most care­ 
ful attention had been given to all 
practicable details and designs for the 
increase of the safety of a ship there 
still remained the possibility of a se­ 
rious and even totally destructive ac­ 
cident. 
It was therefore Imperative 
that captains should never relax tiieir 
vigilance on the supposition that uny 
vessel was unsinkable. 
On the contrary, they should strive 
to add to the safety provided by tile 
vessel Itself that very increase in safe­ 
ty which results from prudent and 
skillful management and navigation. 


Rules as to Wireless. 
The convention provides that all mer­ 
chant vessels when engaged in inter­ 
national or colonial voyages, whether 
steam or sailing vessels and whether 
transporting passengers or not, must 
be equipped with wireless telegraphy 
if they have on bourd fifty persons or 
more, except where that number is in­ 
creased owing to causes beyond the 
master’s control. 
The contracting states, however, have 
the discretion to muke suitable exemp­ 
tions in certain cases, the most impor­ 
tant of which is in connection with 
vessels which in the course of their 
voyage do not go more than 150 miles 
from the nearest land. 
The American wireless systems have 
all been agreed to. The main feature 
of this system is that it gives the con­ 
trol of the apparatus and the supervi­ 
sion over the operations of tho em­ 
ployees to the American government, 
notwithstanding the nationality of the 
ships, whenever they are coming into 
or departing from American waters. 
A continuous watch for wireless pur­ 
poses must be kept on all vessels fitted 
with w ireless telegraphy as soon as the 
government or state to which the ves­ 
sel belongs is satisfied that such a 
watch is useful for purposes of saving 
life at sea. 
In the meantime the following ves 
sets are required to maintain a contin­ 
uous watch in addition to all vessels 
I placed iii the first category contem­ 
plated by the radio telegraphic conven­ 
tion. which Includes all fast passenger 
steamships: Vessels of more than 13 
knots speed which transport 200 pas­ 
sengers and make voyages of more 
than 500 miles between two consecu­ 
tive ports, other passenger vessels dur­ 


ing the time they are more than 500 
miles Item land aud still other vessels 
engaged in the transatlantic trade or 
whose voyages take them more than 
1,000 miles from land. 


Division of Watches. 


Vessels in the second category, nev­ 
ertheless, are required to keep watch 
X«»r at least seven hours a day, besides 
a watch of ten minutes each hour. 
Wireless apparatus 
must have a 
range of at least IOO miles and an 
emergency apparatus placed In the 
safest place unless the main Installa­ 
tion is in tile highest part of the ship 
in conditions of the greatest safety. 
The master of a ship in distress is 
to buve the right to call for assistance 
among vessels which have answered 
his appeal from those vessels which he 
thinks are best able to render him as­ 
sistance. 
The other vessels may then 
proceed on their voyage. 
The convention lays down that there 
must be accommodation in lifeboats or 
their equivalents for all persons on 
board a ship. 
Lifeboats are divided 
into two classes, the first of which 
comprises the ordinary open boats and 
other boats with fixed sides and the

of the crew who are competent to han­ 
dle boats and rafts. For a boat or raft 
carrying not more than sixty persons 
tho minimum number of tile crew is 
fixed at three, with additional num­ 
bers for larger boats or rafts. 
These 
men must hold certificates of compe­ 
tency issued under government au­ 
thority. 
The transport of dangerous goods is 
forbidden. 
For detecting fire an organized sys­ 
tem of patrols is called for. 
All ships are to have an adequate 
system of lighting so as to enable pas-

Provision is made for the inter­ 
change between governments of laws 
and regulations relating to safety of 
life at sea and for the imposition by 
each government of penalties in ease 
of neglect to comply with the provi­ 
sions of the convention. 


Capps’ System Adopted. 
Among the proposals accepted by the 
conference was Bear Admiral Wash­ 
ington L. Capps’ system of making 
ships, so far as practicable, unsinkable. 
The American naval officer’s plan dl 
rides a ship into side and crosswise 
compartments, each of them being w a­ 
ter tight. 
Thus, if, as the result of a 
collision, either end or either side of a 
ship is smashed in. the water cannot 
go beyond the particular compartment 
penetrated. 
Admiral Capps was a member of the 
American delegation. Senator J. Ham­ 
ilton Lewis of Illinois was another 
member of the delegation and was call­ 
ed upon by Lord Mersey to apeak in 
behalf of the United States, following 
the adoption of the sea safety treaty. 
He said that tile measure agreed to 
opens an era of conciliation between 
the nations of the new world and the 
old and if followed bids farewell to 
the antagonisms of nations and the en 
mities of peoples.

Newman of the Illinois 
state food commission in u lecture be­ 
fore the School of Domestic Arts and 
Science in Chicago. 
Mr. Newman’s remarks were In the 
nature of an appeal to the retail food 
purchasers to read labels on the pre­ 
pared foods they buy for the protec­ 
tion of tile honest manufacturers in 
the food business who suff. r because 
they cannot compete with the adul­ 
terated and substitute products put 
out by tile dishonest 
The lecture was tile first of a series 
being planned by Mrs. Lynden Evans, 
president of the school. 
The faculty 
Is directing a campaign against tile 
devitalization of food products by in­ 
tensive commercialization. 


Dog Keeps O u t Inspectors. 
Mr. Newman spoke of one mince­ 
meat m anufacturer who kept a bulldog 
In his plant to keep out food inspec­ 
tors. 
One Inspector who braved the 
savage animal reported the mincemeat 
was being made from a compound of 
apple peels and cores, the byproduct 
of pie factories, and some currants 
which were being separated from ver­ 
min and dropped into boiling water. 
The speaker said the only meat in the 
composition was furnished by the mis­ 
takes of the workers who were separ­ 
ating 
the currants. 
The complete 
product, however, was spiced up to 
“fool the nose." 


T o b a cc o In Sugar. 
An honest candy manufacturer, he 
said, had submitted to him a sample 
of some sugar which “looked funny." 
The specimen turned out to be part of 
the sweepings of a sugar grinding 
plant and contained particles of to­ 
bacco, fillers of waste, machine oil, 
splinters of wood and tuberculosis 
germs, which were isolated by a bac­ 
teria count 
The speaker advised housewives to 
set aside a wooden box for the recep­ 
tion of their milk bottles on the back 
porch, 
lie illustrated his advice by 
telling tile story of a milk thief that 
was run to earth in north Chicago.

made a bit sour by the addition of 
phosphoric acid and finally made to 
look like the renl thing by addition 
of clover .seed. 
The very label showed 
what the product was composed of.”
